Fatal IColIt-r llxplo.sliin, 

Rkuwooij Uitv, July .U an e.irly 
hour this nioniiiig residents hero were 
awakeneil by a loud report that shook the 
ground and rattled thu windows. The 
boilor of a threshing engine belonging to 
Aloxaiider Gordon of this place was blown 
up on his farm a short distance frnm town, 
instjiiitly killing Mr. Ciirr, the engineer, 
Jind fiitiilly injuring Louis Solicitii, tire- 
iiiau. Carr was standing at his post and 
had just started the eiigino for tho day's 
work when the explosion took place. He 
was blown to pieces anil all the |) n-tions 
of his remains have not been found. So- 
licita was considerably further away from 
the engine but he is frightfully mangled 
and death is thought to bo a matter of a 
few hours. Another account from San 
.Jose saya that Louis Solicita, Groman,was 
killed, and Ed. Carr,ongim)er and nephew 
of .lesse U. Carr, was f.'itally injured. 

Later- Louis Solicitti, liremaii, died 
slinrtly after the explosion. The machine 
was running at the time of tho explosion 
preparatory to ronioviiig to another sot- 
ting. All of the employes were unaware 
of what had happened until after looking 
around they saw [lieees of wood ;ind iron 
Hying in the ;iir. Part of the engine was 
blown foruard over the aejiarator, about 
one hundred yards distant,

SUICIDED. 

Hergeant Uojor Lake, of the Hoaiit«il Police, 
Takes His Own Ufa. 

(JoLUKN, B. C, July !). - Sergt. Major 
Ltiko, of D division N.W.M. Police, now 
in camp here, suicided on the morning of 
the 6th by shooting lumself. He ooin- 
phiiiiod of a severe attack'of neuralgia at 
night, lie retired as usual, and early in 
the morning one of his comrades heard a 
pistol shot. He got up and looked into 
the sergeant's tent, but saw him apparent- 
ly jisleop. It was not _l earned what had 
h ilipoiiod till about 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when he did not come out to join the 
force. .Some of the men went to his tent 
and found him dead.

Entering the right temple, it caino out at 
tho loft temple.

Ho was born at Kingston and was about 
3.5 years of age. He took a prominent

of 18S|-), and after the rebellion he was 
stationed at liattleford until Maj. Stoelo's 
division was removed to Maeleod, where 
the troop remained until a few weeks ago, 
when they got oulcra for tho Kootenay 
district. Tlioy wore stopping at Gclden 
awaiting transport when the unfortunate 
event occurred.

Jiei'iiiw, of which brief mention was imide 
a few days ago in these columns as con- 
taining two contributions on the Canadiiui 
lisliery (piestioii, deserves after careful 
eonsidi'ialioii, :i iiiMcr meiilion. The 
Canadi in case, bnih ni its li'gal ;ind his- 
torical aspcrls. IS slated by .\ . 11. Marsh 
of Toioiitn, who is inliiHluced as lUie of 
the law partners of .Sir.lohii iMacdoiiald, 
There is nothing in Mr. Marsh's argument 
which is new to those who have rend the 
elaliDiJite and closely rcasonecl replies 
made by the iMtnisternf .ltislici> and the 
Minister of .Marine in ■Mr. I'helps and 
Mr. Hayard. He linwcvrr calls atteiitiiiii 
to the various and eonllicting claims made 
by the 1 iiited Status authorities. The 
other contribution to this excellent law 
journal is by CliarleH L. Woodbury, whom 
the III I'i, If represents as "a prcuiiiiii'iil 
jurist of I'lostiin s\ \ut has long been famil- 
iar with this ipiestion, .-ind whose views 
are believed to have weight with the iid- 
ministration at Washington." Mr.Woiid- 
btli'}- is more rheliirical and considerably 
more fervent than iMr. Marsli, who ihs- 
cusses the matter without exhibition of 
further interest than niiy liuvycr may feel 
in the legal aspects of an inter'^st ing cii.fe. 
Mr. Woodbury may bo an omineiit jurist. 
He is obviously a bumptiou^i jurist. lie 
mixes uj) his argument witii meta|ihors, 
themselvi's badly mixed, tisin • such ex- 
pressions , as : ".Menai:e of host iiity toilie 
huniiin lace:" "Hritisli wal ers d.-dared l o 
be a maelst I'oiii sucking in and forfeiting 
every foreigner whom chance, accident or 
necessity draws within its vortex;" "Im- 
piiliiig barbs which lacemto tlie rights of 
navigation and commorcial relations." 

All omiiuMit jurist may use faulty lig- 
ures of Hjieeeh, but when making an argu- 
ment he should not dolihuratoly iniBiitaie 
facts. Mr. Woodbury's history of the 
fishery negotiations and decisions seems 
to us to lie nilber more inaccurate thiiii 
the liilercsling narialives of Canadian 
lirutalily, Inrnished of late to the I'liited 
Stales government by that, Miineliatiseii 
of the (iloiieester niariiie, iM.r. Solomon 
Jacolm. He goes about to provo that tlio 

denial of t he jirivilege of buying bait is fe 
^luw ;'u«U'i<;tioi> svt for the tinio in 



1870. With the proceedings of the fish- 
ery arliitration inquiry about him, Mr. 
Wooilbury must have known that the 
Canadian intorpretatioii was an old ono in 
1870. Ho could have road there a letter 
from the United States olliciiil setting 
forth that in IS.'i'J tho schooners liidopen- 
donco, Java, Magnolia and Hart wore 
seized, convicted and sold; that the nlli- 
davits showed these vessels to have pur- 
chased bait, and thai: the charge was that 
these four schoonei-s wore i)roparing to 
fish, Ilofei riiig to tho soi/.iires in 1S70, 
of the Nickerson and AN'hite Fawn lioth 
chargeil with buying bait, ?Ir, Woodbiny 
says: 

"In one court Ihu judge (Yoving) said inciden- 
tally, °1 take it that is i preparing lo llab,' and 
discussed the const nil ion no (urthor. In the 
other, the W hite Paw;., auoibor Judge (Hazon) 
iiossessed of high legal aeiiinuii, gave a careful- 
ly considered opiniiiii. He said: ".Assuming I he 
iiicl t hat sucli puri-haHC est.'ililislies a nreparing 
to llsh, which 1 do mil admit . 1 1 liiiik liefore a 
forl'eiture can he incurred it shonhl bo shown 
that tlie tireparations were for illegal llshiiig in 
lii'itisli watel-s.' " 

The stnteiiicnt that Chief .Justice Young 
incidentally .said "I t.-ikc it that it is a 
preparing to lish" and diseiissed tho con- 
struction no further, is very far from the 
truth. Of the two decisions ,) udge Young's 
is tho only one which so far as the record 
goes did go into a discussion of the con- 
struction of the treaty. And he treated 
the subject at .leiigth, pointing out the 
circumstances attending the negotiation, 
He insisted that subtleties and reline- 
inents should be cleared away and a jdaiii 
meaning applied to the words employed. 
There is no inisundorst«nding his inter 
pretatioli of the exclusive clauses of the 
tre.-ity. lie .says, reftu'iiiig to the pur- 
chase of bait lor use in neutral lisliing 
grounds: 

■'It was colli ended I lia 1 1 liey hiul a i-ikIiI lo.lu 
so, and thai no forfeit lire occurred on sucli en- 
tering, 'I'he answer is that if such a privilege 
to enter our liarljoi's for bait was euneeded to 
American lishernien, it ouglil to havo been in 
the Irealy, and is too important a matter lo 

liave heeii o\ erliioUed What may be 

.lastly anil I'airly in.sist eel upon Is thai beyond

Chief Justice Young not only maintains 
in the passage i|iioted but in :inoHier part 
of t!ie judgment that iKith by positive and 
negativi' declarations the liait privilege 
Wils reiiotinceil. \ et Mr. W ondbtiry liiids 
only an incidental :ind apparontly irrele- 
vant remark. If the rulenuiee to the 
treaty was incident-id, the Nickei'.sou was 
incidentally convicted, and inoidentidly 
eondeumea, conliscated and sold, for all 
these events followed as a coiiscipii-iicr of 
.Judge Young's interpretation. .Mr.W.M)d 
bury projeeds to .-iiiol liei" slateiueiit eipial- 
ly startling, as coming from "an einiiieiit 
jurist who has long been familiar with 
tho question." Following the foregoing 
alleged history he says:

'I'lie last .|Uoted sentence is a iiiyslcli 
lUls one inasmuch as it makes the ilccisieii 
of tho commissioners inianimoiis, tlioii'_;b 
one of them prott^sted. Hut the wimh- 
case is inis-stjiteu. The consul for the 
I'nited States did not claim that buying 
bait was a commercial privilege which 
belonged to the I'liited Statics ]ireviiiiis to 
the treaty and witlicuit it. They cl.iiiiied 
not that the hail privilege was tireirs as 
commercial right, but that it was imi 
theirs at all. Here is tlieii- contention in 
the identical words of their brief: 

Tho privileges of tttiiir, piircha.Hiiig bail and 
otlior supplies, are not the siib.iecis of l oiupeii- 
sation, because ihe licaty of U a-liiiiKl on con- 
fers no sneli riKhls upon Ilie inlialiiiaiils of the 
I'nited Slates, who iiair i iijuii Uu in in, nlii hi/ 
siij)'tr(iiici', (iiul who citit III aim liiiu In ilr 
lifivtd of them 1)11 the ciij'orcciiuiU of cxixtinu
